One of 
them (Col. Carrington’s) has, we believe, 
obtained 800 men, or one-third of the re- 
quired number. The others are a long 
way behind, haying from 100 to 400 men 
each. Assuming that 800 is their average 
strength at this time, they will not be filled 
up until the first of June, 1863, unless some 
fresh impetus de given them; and it is the 
hope end prayer of all men that the war 
may be finished before that time We 
_ know pot what constitutional difficulties 
may lie in the way, but we make the sug- 
gestion for what it is worth, that the com- 
panies of infantry already raised be thrown 
into one regiment or two regiments, or 
three regiments if they will fill so many, 
and put ip active service regardless of their 
numerical designation. The three or four 
thousand recruits who have been obtained 
sre undoubtedly the best drilled and most 
effective soldiers in the service, except the 
remnant of the old regulararmy. They 
have been under the despotic discipline and 
careful instruction, which characterize all 
efficient armies, and are hence worth at 
laast twice their number of average volun- 
teers. It will certainly be no hardship to 
the recruiting officers that their men are 
taken from them, in some iasiances, and 
thrown inte active service, inasmuch as 
their dfrnities and emolaments are not at 
all impaired thereby. If it is worth while 
to have the regular army increased at all 
it ia worth while te haye it done while the 
war lasts, The cost of maintainiag the 
soldiers in barracks is as great, minus 
powder and ball, as maintaining them in 
the field, and surely the country needs 
their strength at the earliest moment that 
it can be made ayailable,

On Monday next, the 81h inst., occur the 
annual October elections in the States of Pean- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiama, lowa and Minnesota 
Only a year ago the whole country was wateb- 
ing the canvas In there States as indicating 
the greater result in November ; bat now, for 
the first time in our political history, the fact, 
#7en, that elections are to be heid is over- 
looked by the masse of the people. The war 
bas disturPed all old party issues, and has 
threst them saide to make way for the voice 
of the people. The votes will therefore be 
pretty much all on one side—the other side be- 
ing the Southern sympathy movement, to 
which the remp of the old Democracy has 
committed itsel£ 

Pennsylvania bes this year only county off- 
cers to clect, including members of the As 
sembly aud one-third the number of Senators. 
In most of the counties there are Union tick- 
ele, and wherever there is a contest it is more 
wpon men tham upon measures. The peace 
party hasn't shown itself in any strength in 
Penneyivanis, and nothing is feared from ir. 
By an old law of the State, now brought to 
notice by the Governor, the volunteers cnlist- 
ing in regimests of the State are entitied to 
yote in their several camps, aod their votes 
must be counted the same as though they 
were at home. The Governor has instructed 
the regimeatal officers how to conduct the 
elections, 

Ohio has a full State ticket to elect, begin- 
ning with Governor ;, also, Senators and Rep- 
resertatives, and county officers. There are 
two sets cf tickets im the field, the one a 
Union-war ticket, the other's Democratic 
peace ticket. The Democratic movement is 
fostered by Vallandigham and kis tory adhe. 
rents, and is repudiated by the better portion 
of the party. If, therefore, Jewett polls a 
third of the old Demoeratic strength, which 
was 199,000, he wiil exceed the most saaguine 
expectations ‘of mis friemds and the most lib- 
eral estimates of Lis opponents.

THRUST THE PROPLE.

when unopposed, with the conduct of 
their own affairs. In all changes of gov- 
ernment, in modern times, the people have 
never failed to comprehend their real 
._peeds, and never except to destroy enemies 
or defeat reactionary movements have they 
willingly gone beyond the point ia which 
their advancement in the art of govern- 
ment bids them stand. The blood that has 
been poured out in revolutions is not 
chargeable to popularaccount. The people 
are not reyengeful. Tyrants only delight 
in savage deeds. 

In the present rebellion against a Gov- 
ernment organized by the people, the les- 
sons of history are not to be disregarded 
by either loyal men or rebels. We 
see that the popular demand is the proper 
one, and that no established institutions of 
State or Theology can stand against it; 
that the quickest acquiesence in what 
the people ask is the safest; that whoever 
or whatever is set up to oppose the nation-

Statement of Lieutenant Marris. 


One of our reporters yesterday had an in- 
terview with s very intelligent lady who left 
Lexington, Mo., on Monday last, arriving in 
this city on Wednesday. She was in Lexing- 
ton previous to apd during the whole of the 
selge, wee ai eye witners to many of the 
ecenes, and gathered much information trom 
cov versations beth with the rebel and federal 
Ciicers. The geveral outliacs of the seige 
heretofore puvlished, she seys are correct, 
but many of the details are grossly exagger- 
ated and often without a shadow of founda- 
tion, based only upon the excited imagine 
tlowe of the relatora, 

The lady says it was the cnrrent report and 
belief that the movement of Price upon Leox- 
ington was simply to reinstaté Jacksoai and 
his itinerant Legislature forthe purpose of 
paceing the act of Secession. To insure this 
consummation Price bad thoroughly equipped 
alarge force, provided himeet with compe- 
tent artillerists end ¢fliciint guides who knew 
every rood of North Missouri; in some in- 
stances obtaining engineers who had surveyed 
much of the territery adjacent to Lexington. 
He had ecoured the country for miles about, 
and thoroughly provided himself with provie

THE WAR IN MISSSURI.

CHINESE SUGAR CANE. 


As doubts have been entertaine? by many as 
to the possibility of crystali‘zing the syrup 
made from Chinese Sugar Cane, or Sorgho Su- 
cre, the following tacts snd principles are pre- 
sented, not only to thru » light on the eubject, 
but also to drive away the doubts of those 
who seem almost perversely ignorant upon 


The manufacture of eugar from the Chinese 
Sugar Cane, liké that of the tropical cane, is 
beset with many difliculties, arising nei only 
from the extreme liability of rapid change of 
juice from exposure to the atmosphere, as {t 
ruze from the crashing mill, but 
quentiy from the unripe and damaged state of 
the plent iteelf. Hence, in order to insure 
success, it is neceseary that the process be 
conducted under certain conditions of temper. 
ature, modes of neutralizing the free acids 
contained in the juice, and the removal of the 
albuminous matter previous to evaporation 
and crystallization, A fresh, thin, transverse 
ecction of ripe cape is diaphanous (or trans- 
luce nt) resembling a similar slice of an apple 
or tarnip, when seen by the nakedeye. U ader 
the microscope it exhibits a cellular stracture, 
the cells containing a transparent fluid, bat 
presquting po appearance of crystals or opaque 
matter. If the slice be dried, it becomes alter- 
ed in its appearance, being no longer homoge 
Leous, a6 seen through magnifying 
or with the 
opaque, whitish matter 
apparentiy,from the divid: ongitudinal tabes 
and transparent cells, as seen surrounding 
thee oneque dots, in which, when placed ia 
sunshine, glittering crystals are observable,

CONTRABAND SPOILS OF WAR. 
A Fertionof the Lexington Bank Treasere te 
( hieage. 


[It will be remembered that prior to the 
siege of Lexington, Col. Mulligan seized upon 
$067,000, the avallabie funds of the Farmer's 
Bank located at that place, upon the sudicient 
grounds that the stockbol ers ot the 
were secessionists. The c atraband funds 
jor the eake of greater security were buried 
within the intrenchments, and as some say, 
beneath Col. Muiligan’s own teat. 

After the capture of the town and its occu- 
pation by Price, the rebel General became ap- 
priced frem some source of the whereabou'’s 
of the treasure, exhumed it and returned it to 
ihe Back. The officers of the bank counted 
it end found that it fell ahort $15,000. There 
was a leak somewhere, aad diligent inquiry 
was made to cecertain dhe iccality of the 
missing funds, but without avail, The search 
was given up as uscless, and fifteen thousand 
dollars were cifarged to proiit and loss, 

Curiously enough, a considerable portion of 
‘hese funds has come to light is Chicago, ins 
nove! manner. Among the returned members 
of the Lrish Brigade was one Henry Bradbura, 
who came richly laden with the spoils of war 
He Lad evidently made the selge of Lexing- 
tor, whatever its result collectively, a 
watter of profit individually, from the 
lavish manner in which he sandered 
Farmers’ Bank fives on Mondsy. Bradbum 
bad ia his possession $2,700. He gathered 
about bim a gang of thieves, swindiers and 
prostitutes, and the crowd held high carnival 
over the booty. He purchased rich dresses 
snd clothed the crowd in purple and fine linen. 
For once, the “ swell mob,” much to their as 
tonishment, came out in broadcloth, They 
attended some foot races where Bradburn, ia 
a stete of gross intoxication, bet heavily 
and of course on the wrong man rv time 
thereby materially diminishing hig/stock of 
Farmer's fives. During the latter partof the 
day, Bradburn took a financial turn and went 
emong the brokers. They williagly took 
#800 of the money—worth nicely cents on the 
doller—fer $180 in gold and bis pile was agaio 
diminivhbed, leaving him but $600. He had dur- 

ing the day got rid of g1900, 

ln ‘bis plight he was found by the police, 
who were knowing to the circumstances and 
teken into custody. Upon hie arraigoment 
before the Police Magistrates Bradburn averred 
tbat be came honestly by the money although 
be wae not very lucid in his statements as re- 
gerded the manner in which he obtained It. 
He readily acknowledged that it was a part of 
the treasure buried in the enatrench- 
ments but whether it was given to 
bim or was dug up by him, has not yet been 
ascertained. in any event, ft is clear that our 
local authorities have no jurisdiction in the 
case, as the theft, if there be any, was com- 
witted in Missouri. Moet of the bills have 
been recovered by the police, who at present 
hold the money in their possession, with what 
propriety it is difficnit to ascertain. 

The case ie a curious one, but the law is 
elastic, and, like the Procrustean bed, may be 
stretched to suit any case. The Irish Brigade 
has never been mustered out of service, and 
Bradburn being here without furlough or per- 
miesion of avy kind, is in the eyes of the law 
a deserter. The matter has been brought be- 
fore the Government Agent in -his city, and 
we are iuformed that the unfortunate Brad. 
burn will be remanded to St. Louis, where 
possibly the Farmer's fives’ matter may fod 
some practical solution.
